AMMAN — Most Arab leaders at last 
week’s Casablanca summit privately gave 
clear and decisive support to joint 
Jor danian - Palestinian Middle East peace 
moves, Foreign Minister Taber A1 Masri 
said Monday. 


In an interview with Reuters, 
Mr. Masri said the summit was 
“successful and satisfactory. This 
will give us a good momentum and 
a strong hand in pursuing foe 
peace process with the United Sta- 
tes.” 

Diplomats say U.S. Assistant 
Secretary of State Richard Mur- 
phy -may visit Amman soon for 
talks about the Jordanian- 
Palestinian peace initiative, which 
foe US. has approved but which 
Israel regards coolly. 

Mr. Masri said Arab leaders had 
underlined their support for Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 


(PLO) Chairman Yasser Arafat as. 
the Palestinians' representative, 
which is disputed by most hardline 
states (hat stayed away from foe 
summit 

“More important yet is the 
clear, decisive support we have 
received from foe individual lea- 
ders, almost without exception, 
which wedid not reflea exactly in 
the communique,” he said. 

The communique gave cautious 
support to the Feb. 1 1 accord bet- 
ween Jordan and the PLO. 

The Jordan Times adds: Press 
• reports from Washington over foe 
past two days have indicated that 


U.S. officials consider the out- 
come of foe Casablanca summit as 
■positive, leaving foe door open for 
continued American efforts to 
pursue Middle East peace efforts. 

The officials, who were not ide- 
ntified in the reports, pointed out 
foat the conference, while not ext- 
ending full support for the Feb. 1 1 
accord, did not reject it either. 
They said Washington would have 
preferred a total endorsement by 
foe conference of the agreement 
but that was probably unrealistic, 
given the strong opposition of 
Syria and other hardline Arab sta- 
tes who boycotted the summit. 

The final communique of the 
conference was acceptable under 
foe circumstances, the officials 
were quoted as saying. It allows' 
the U.S. administration to go 
ahead with foe planned meeting 
with a joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
delegation, they said. Mr. Murphy 
was still hoping to be able to travel 
to A mman soon for the projected 
meeting, the officials said.

AN EXTRAORDINARY Arab 
summit which- concluded its work 
here Friday has kept foe door 
open for hardline Arab states yet 
without blocking the joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian initiated 
'peace process in foe Middle East 

The key to achieving these two 
apparently contradicting tasks has 
been foe cautious phrasing of the 
summit position cm what turned 
out to be the most controversial 
issue discussed during the con- 
ference — The Feb. 11 acooid 
between Jordan and foe PaJesine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO). 

According to foe final com- 
munique of the Casablanca con- 
ference, the Arab leaders att- 
ending foe summit gave a qua- 
lified support- for joint 
Palestinian -Jordanian moves to 
find a negotiated settlement for 
the Palestinian question as long as 


Jordan and the PLO do not steer 
away from the essence and pri- 
nciples & an Arah -peace; plan 
endorsed at the Fez summit in 
1982. 

The Fez plan proposed an ind- 
ependent Palestinian state to be 
established in foe West Bank and 
Gaza Strip while foe Feb. 1 1 agr- 
eement proposes a Jordanian- 
Palestinian confederation. 

Thus foe Casablanca com- 
munique seemed to please both 
foe supporters and opponents of 
foe Feb. 1 1 accord and both, iro- 
nically. viewed foe final com- 
munique as a “victory.” 

The supporters of foe accord, 
who lobbied for an Arab end- 
orsement of foe agreement during 
foe conference, were pleased with 
the communique and they found 
in it the needed Arab blessing and 
support, especially that they bel- 
ieve, as both His Majesty King 
Hussein and PLO Chairman Yas- 
ser Arafat asserted during foe clo- 


Beirut suffers worst 
violence in 2 months 

Fierce flare-up seen as aimed at 
foiling Syrian-backed peace efforts 


BEIRUT (Agendes) — Rival mil- 
itiamen waged night-long artillery 
clashes across Beirut’s “green 
line” and Syria called on waning 
factions Monday to sit down and 
discuss how to heal their dif- 
ferences. 

Police said Monday 14 people 
were killed and 76 wounded in foe 
worst flare-up of factional vio- 
lence in two months. 

The battles with mortars, roc- 
kets and recoOIess guns engulfed 
40 residential neighbourhoods on 
both sides of foe line foat splits foe 
Lebanese capital into mostly Chr- 
istian eastern and mainly Muslim 
western sectors, police said. 

Stricken areas induded foe 
most populous neighbourhoods of 
Ashrafieh, Sinn A1 Fil and Dora in 
east Beirut and Mosseitbeh, Bourj 
A1 Barajneh, ’Ain Mreisseh and 
Manara, including foe American 
University campus where two 
people were kitted, in west Beirut 
'police reported. 

Tea other townships in hills 
overlooking Beirut also ' were 
strode by shells and rockets during 
foe 16-hour battle that tapered off 
at daybreak into sporadic sniper 
fire. 

Combatants used foe rooming 
lull to fortify their positions. Chi- 
ldren of green lire districts were 
seen filling sandbags that mil- 
itiamen installed at sniper nests 
and mortar posts dong with fre- 
shly erected earth mounds. 

POlice estimated 3,500 rounds 
crashed on both sides of foe five- 
kflom?tre green line from Beirut’s 
harbour to foe foothills of Leb- 


anon’s central mountain range. 

“There isn’t a street foat wasn’t 
hit.” said a resident of foe mostly 
Christian neighbourhood of Bad- 
aro readied by telephone. 

“People in pajamas emerged 


ris from their stricken apartments 
and to salvage what’s left of their 
shrapnel-tom cars,” he said. 

An electrician living in the 
Shf ite Muslim Bouij A1 Barajneh 
southern suburb said: “We cou- 
ldn’t sleep all night. Those who 
had time to reach bomb shelters 
were lucky.” 

Thre was no obvious reason for 
the upsurge in fighting, but rightist 
and leftist media said jt was des- 
igned to scupper Syria’s latest eff- 
orts to reconcile factious deeply 
divided over proposals to reform 
Lebanon’s present government 
system. 

Monday’s police report upped 
foe casualty toll for the weekend 
to 22 killed and 134 wounded. 
The worst previous spasm of sec- 
tarian hostilities was in June when 
28 people were killed in a single 
night of green line hostilities. 

The battles coincided with ren- 
ewed Syrian efforts to end foe fig- 
hting among the, main rivals of 
Lebanon's decade-old civil war. 

“All warring factions must sit 
around a negotiating table to dis- 
cuss foe various overtures and 
proposals... and pick up what is 
. applicable and what is convenient, 
to ensure security, stability and 
better future for the Lebanese,”

Israel to 
free 100 
Lebanese 
detainees 
today 

TEL AVIV (R) — Israel wfll on 
Tuesday free a further 100 of the 
Lebanese detainees whose release 
was demanded by foe hijackers of 
an American airliner last June, a 
military spokesman said Monday. 

The mainly Shf ite Muslim pri- 
soners were among 1,200 det- 
ainees taken to Atlit prison in nor- 
thern Israel in April after the Isr- 
aeli occupation army closed its 
Ansar detention camp in South 
Lebanon. 

After Monday’s release, about 
250 detainees from Lebanon will 
remain in Atlit, the spokesman 
said. 

The hijackers of the Trans 
World Airlines (TWA) plane in 
Beirut had demanded Israel imm- 
ediately release all foe detainees 
in return for 39 American hos- 
tages. 

Israel freed 300 detainees from 
Atlit on July 3 and another 100 on 
July 24. Israel and foe U.S. denied 
they had struck a deal to gain the 
release of foe hostages, freed on 
June 30. 

The army has said that aJQ the 
prisoners were brought to Israel 
“temporary” and would be rep- 
atriated once resistance activity 
dedai ed in border areas of South' 
Lebanon. 

However, foe resistance mov- 
ement in’ Lebanon has escalated 
its attacks on Israeli soldiers and 
foe Israeli-backed allies in South 
Lebanon in recent days.

Lane assails Israeli policies 

VIENNA (Petra) — Israel’s aggressive policies against the Pal- 
estinians living in the occupied territories aim at creating a de 
facto situation in foe Middle East by annexing the Arab ter- 
ritories, former Foreign Minister of Austria Ervin Lane said 
Monday. In a press conference held here. Mr. Lane, vice-' 
president of the Arab-Austrian Friendship Society, described'foe 
Israeli occupation authorities’ closure of ih&Hospice Hospital in 
Jerusalem as arbitrary. He said the health situation in the occ- 
upied territories was always bad and the dosure of the hospital 
worsened foe situation. The Israeli aufoorities'closed the Hospice 
in last month. The hospital was owned by the Austrian church and 
rented to Jordan until the Israeli occupation of the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip in the 1967 Middle East war. Jordan has appealed to 
foe international community to exert pressure on Israel to reopen 
foe hospital and several world organisations and the European 
Community have offered to help.

AMMAN (Petra) — His Majesty

“Ever since 1 received a letter 
from foe then Jordanian prime 
minister informing me that par- 
liament has proclaimed me King 
of foe Hashemite Kingdom of 
Jordan. 1 have been working rel- 
entlessly to serve the Arab Nation 
and defend the rights and ind- 
ependence of my country,” King 
Hussein said. 

The King said that over the past 
33 years as King of Jordan, he had 
followed in the footsteps of his 
predecessors and dedicated his 
whole life to serve foe Arab Nat- 
ion in general and foe Jordanian 
family in particular. 

“I have inherited from my pre- 
decessors and foe leader of foe 
Great Arab Revolt, A! Hussein 
Ibn AIL foe responsibility for this 
nation to enable it to achieve unity 
and freedom and to continue bui- 
lding on very strong foundations 
and achieve progress " the King 
said. 

He said he will devote the rest of 
his life to serving the Arab Nation. 
The King, who is currently in 
Spain after participating in foe 
extraordinary Arab summit mee- 
ting in Casablanca, said he will 
soon return to Jordan.

JAL Jumbo jet crashes 
with 524 people aboard 


TOKYO (Agencies) — A Japan 
Air Lines Jumbo jet with 524 
people aboard crashed Monday in 
mountainous central Japan while 
trying to make an emergency lan- 
ding after reporting problems with 
a cabin door. 

The Japan Broadcasting Cor- 
poration (NHK) said a Japan 
self-defence force helicopter had 
spotted wreckage on a hill side. 

Initial reports from authorities 
gave no sign of any survivors in 
what could be history's deadliest 
single-plane accident. The worst 
previous one-plane crash. was that _ 
of a Turkish DC-10 near Paris in 
1974. in which 346 people per- 
ished. 

The JAL plane, on a domestic 
flight from Tokyo’s Haneda air- 
port to Osaka in one of Japan's 
busiest holiday travel seasons, car- 
ried 509 passengers and a crew of 
15. said Geoffrey Tudor, a JAL 
spokesman. 

Tudor said foe pilot reported 
“trouble with a door" and U.S. 
officials at Yokota air base, an 
American base west of Tokyo, 
said foe pilot asked and received 
permission to make an emergency 
landing. 

However, the plane crashed 


about 6:54 p.m. (0954 GMT) in 
rugged country about 55 kil- 
ometres short of foe base. The 
Japan Defence Agency said foe 
helicopter had pinpointed foe loc- 
ation on foe north side of foe 
2.1 12-metre Mount Ogura. about 
10 kilometres east of Saku City 
and 1 1 2 kilometres northwest of 
Tokyo. 

There was no immediate word 
whether there were any survivors. 
Police said heavy rain and the nig- 
ged terrain were hampering res- 
cue work. 

- Earlier a ministry official told- 
television reporters foat the pilot 
had said he wanted to make an 
emergency landing because of 
damage to a rear door. 

The worst ever air crash claimed 
583 lives when two Boeing 747s 
collided on the runway at Tenerife 
airport in the Canary Islands. The 
worst crash involving a single air- 
craft was that of a Turkish airlines 
DC- 10 near Paris in 1 974 in which 
346 people were killed. 

The Boeing had taken off sho- 
rtly after 6 p.m. (0900 GMT) on 
wfiat should have been a one-hour 
flight to Osaka. Japan's second 
largest city. 

A transport ministry official 


quoted by NHK Television said 
the pilot reported losing control of 
the aircraft about 1 0 minutes after 
takeoff, when he was southwest of 
the capital. 

Thirty-five minutes later he told 
air traffic control: "We don’t 
know where we are." Then foe 
Boeing disappeared from foe 
flight controller's radar screen. 
NHK quoted the spokesman as 
saying. . 

JAL spokesmen said the 49- 
year-old pilot of the Boeing 747 
SR. Masami Takahama, had log- 
ged 12.404 hours flying time since 
joining the company in October, 
1966. 

The spokesman said 21 for- 
eigners were listed as passengers 
but could give no details of their 
nationalities. 

They said the passenger man- 
ifest included at least 21 non- 
Japanese names. 

The airliner was packed bec- 
ause it was the height of Japan's 
summer holiday season. 

Relatives of passengers of the 
plane crowded an information 
centre set up by JAL in an hotel 
near the airport.

OCCUPIED WEST BANK 
(Agencies) — Tension in the 
Israeli-occupied West Bank con- 
tinued to rise Monday as a curfew 
remained in force and Jewish set- 
tlers refused to end their occ- 
upation of foe Ibrahirai Mosque in 
Hebron and repeated ann- 
ouncements over loudspeakers of 
threats against the Palestinian res- 
idents of foe occupied town. 

Twelve Palestinians freed in a 
prisoner exchange in May have 
appealed to foe Israeli supreme 
court to stop military authorities 
deporting them from the Israeli- 
occupied territories, their lawyer 
said 

The Israeli army said a large 
explosive charge was found aft a 
bus stop used by Israeli army per- 
sonnel at the entrance to the coa- 
stal town of Ashkelon. 

An array spokesman said that 
explosive experts dismantled foe 
charge without casualties. 

• Israeli army units sealed foe 


area and arrested a number of 
suspects. 

Explosive experts were also ass- 
igned to search for explosives at 
different similar stations while 
army and police set up roadblocks. 

Armed Jewish settlers occupied 
the Hebron Mosque earlier this 
week and are threatening to attack 
the residents of foe town if they do 
not leave the occupied territories. 
Reports said that the settlers were 
using loudspeakers to air their 
threats. They were also sending 
armed “patrols" to tour the town 
under curfew. 

Israeli officials have also told 
Israel s to cany guns for “self- 
protection” when travelling in 
densely populated Arab towns in 
the occupied West Bank and Gaza 
Strip (See page 2).

1979 treaty ‘will not block ’ 
Cairo criticism of Israeli acts 


KUWAIT (AP) — The existence 
of a peace. treaty between Egypt- 
and Israel will not prevent the 
Cairo government of President 
Hosni Mubarak from denouncing 
Israel's anti-Palestinian practices.. 
Egyptian Foreign Minister Esmai 
Abdul Meguid was quoted Mon- 
day as saying. 

He also reiterated that the dis- 
puted region of Taba. a narrow

INSTITUTE, West Virginia

But residents of this town of 
3,200 were angry. The plant sto- 
pped producing MIC for more 
than three months after Bhopal 
and the company said it had ins- 
talled new safety systems worth $5 
million to prevent a Bhopal-style 
leak. 
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Libyan dissident leader 
urges anti-Qadhafi action 
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Government urges Israelis 
to carry guns in West Bank 


CAIRO (AP) — A Libyan dissident leader Monday 
.urged Egypt and the world to punish Libyan leader 
Muammar ijadhafi for his policy of sabotage and 
liquidation of opponents in other countries. 


Former Prime Minis ter Abdel 
Hamid A1 Bakoush, himself the 
target of an abortive assassination 
attempt reported by die Egyptian 
government last November, made 
the plea in a telephone interview 
with the Associated Press. 

He spoke one day after Egy- 
ptian security authorities ann- 
ounced they had foiled another 
Libyan plot, this one to murder 
Gheith Saeed Al Mabrouk, a Lib- 
yan refugee who has lived in the 
Egyptian Mediterranean city of 
Alexandria since the early 1970s. 

“1 was not surprised by the 
news," said Mr. Bakoush, who 
was granted political asylum in 
1 978 and b as lived in Cairo since. 
“This behaviour is in OadhafTs 
blood. 

“It has become the standard 
■conduct of the Libyan regime to 
look for its opponents and those 
who disagree with it abroad and 
kill them. The regime is practicing 
terrorism worldwide. 

“Egypt and all other countries 
should react to this and do more 
than just arrest the culprits," Mr. 
Bakoush said. “The whole world- 
should take a stand against this 
murder and sabotage.’' 

Mr. Bakoush said he had in 


mind international diplomatic and 
political sanctions. He refused to 
say whether he advocates military 
action as well. 

President Hosni Mubarak and 
editors of state-owned Cairo new- 
spapers repeatedly have warned 
Tripoli of a possible military res- 
ponse if it persists in attempts to 
destabilise Egypt 

Mr. Mubarak's latest warning 
was m a speech on Saturday, in 
which he threatened “a violent 
response... and a cruel lesson wit- 
hout mercy.'’ 

Egypt and Libya, quarrelling 
since 1972 over issues of unity 
between them and Egypt’s peace 
with Israel, fought a six-day bor- 
der war in July 1977 after a series 
of bombings in Egyptian cities that 
Cairo blamed on Libya. 

Last December, a month after 
the failed alleged plot to kill Mr. 
Bakoush, Mr. Mubarak moved 
three army divisions to the Libyan 
border after learning from int- 
elligence sources that Libya pla- 
nned to bijack an Egyptian air- 
liner, according to Western dip- 
lomats in Cairo. Libya sub- 
sequently scrapped the plan, the 
diplomats said.

Kuwait ‘abandons hopes’ of 
retrieving hijacked plane 


KUWAIT (AP) — Kuwait has 
“abandoned hopes'' of retrieving 
from Iran die Kuwait Airways 1 
(KAC) Airbus jetliner that was 
hijacked to Tehran by four gun- 
men eight months ago, it was rep- 
orted here Monday. 

“Ail efforts to regain the air- 
liner have fallen short of achieving 
any positive results,'' die airline's 
board chairman, Ahmad Ai Mis- 
ihari.. told the newspaper Ai 
Jabas. “Therefore, the Kuwait 
Airways Corporation has dem- 
anded compensation bom the ins- 
urance companies. We have aba- 
ndoned hopes of getting back the. 
aircraft.” 

The KAC Airbus was com- 
_ mandeered by four. l^uslim fun- 
damerrtalBts, who forced its pilot 
■ in fart'd in Tehran last December. 
The hijackers then demanded die 
release from Kuwait jails of '17 
terrorists convicted for their role 
in die wave of bomb blasts against 
six strategic economic targets 
along with the US« and French 


embassies here in December 
1983. 

Three of the 17 await execution 
by banging. 

Their de man d was rejected by 
die Kuwait government, the hij- 
ackers at that time murdered two 
US. passengers in cold blood and 
tortured a number of Kuwaitis i 
aboard die aircraft. 

The hijack lasted six days and 
was ended when Iranian com- 
mando troops stormed the air- 
craft The plane has since been 
kept at die Mehrabad Airport, 
with Kuwait com plaining of Ira- 
nian authorities ignoring repeated 
requests for its release.

to understand that foe problem in 
the West Bank “is a political one, 
not a military one.” 

“The people in the occupied 
territories are getting more and 
more desperate and therefore axe 
more apt to indulge in terrorist 
acts,” Mr. Avnery told foe A P. 

■ Of foe urgings that Israelis sho- 
uld cany guns when travelling in 
Arab-populated areas, Mr. Avn- 
ery said: “Every (Jewifo) settler 
already is armed to foe teeth, and 
it hasn’t helped so far.” 

Meanwhile, an attorney for 12 
former Palestinian inmates freed 
in a prisoner swap (Xi May 20 held 
a news conference in Jerusalem to 
pro test Israeli plans to expel them. 

The army has told 31 of foe 
1,150 Palestinians freed in exc- 
hange for three Israeli soldiers 
that they would be deported from 
the West Bank and Gaza Strip 
because they had not been able to 


prove permanent residency there. 

Lawyer Lea Tsemel, who rep- 
resents 12 of foe 31 Palestinians, 
told foe news conference foe dep- 
ortation orders violated an agr- 
eement with the International 
Committee of the Red Cross 
(ICRC) to allow the men to live in 
the place of their choice. 

Israel has said foe expulsion 
orders were legal and it bad asked 
foe ICRC to mad countries willing 
to take the guerrillas. 

Ms. Tsemel said her diests had 
no other domicile and should be 
allowed to stay in foe West Bank. 
She stud 12 of the Palestinians fac- 
ing the Israeli deportation order 
have appealed to foe supreme 
court 

One of foe Palestinians facing 
deportation told reporters he was 
working abroad when the 1967 
Middle East war broke out. Israeli 
authorities ignored his repeated', 
requests to join his family and 


later he infiltrated back. 

Sentenced to a 20-year prison 
term for “armed infiltration and 
membership in a terrorist org- 
anisation,” Mahmud Abdallah Al 
Taarari, 35, said he spent 1 6 years 
in jail. 

“Thaj is enough. Now I want to 
live in peace and security with my 
family and to get married,” he 
said. 

In a blow to Israeli efforts to 
impose tougher measures against 
suspected Palestinian activists, the 
supreme court on Monday tem- 
porarily barred the expulsion of a 
former bookstore owner, Khalil 
Abu Ziad. 

Israeli authorities say Abu Ziad 
was a leader of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO). 

A military review board has said 
there was insufficient evidence for 
Israeli claims he had been inv- 
olved in planning a guerrilla attack 
and foe deportation should be 
reconsidered.

Ministry to launch work 
permit inspection campaign 

Haj Hassan urges employers, foreign workers 
io abide by labour regulations before Sept. 1 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Minister of Labour and Social 
Development KhaMd Al Haj Hassan Monday ann- 
ounced that the ministry will carry out a natio nal 
campaign as of Sept. 1 to ensure that all foreign 
workers who have obtained work permits are wor- 
king In the jobs specified in their permit. 

Mr. Haj Hassan, who made 
these comments during a regular 
meeting of the employment com- 
mittee at foe Ministry of Labour, 
urged all local companies emp- 
loying foreign labourers to abide 
by the laws and regulations issued 
by foe ministry. 

“Legal action will be taken aga- 
inst all companies which do not 
abide by our regulations and for- 
eign labourers will be deported if 
it is found that they are not wor- 
king in foe same job as licenced in 
then working permits,” Mr. Haj 
Hassan said. 

He also emphasised the imp- 


ortance of giving priority m emp- 
loyment to Jordanian labourers; 
This, be said, will benefit the cou- 
ntry’s economy and will minimise 
the employer's or company’s exp- 
enses since local workers’ wages 
are often lower than foreign lab- 
ourers' wages. 

“By giving Jordanian labourers 
employment priorities you will 
»lq> stabilise the Kingdom's for- 
eign currency accounts and will 
increase foe country’s revalues 
and national income”, he stared. 

The minister explained that the 
ministry’s new policy is in har- 
mony with foe government's pol- 


icy and foe due attention it is giv- 
ing to foe conditions and" dev- 
elopments of the local market and 
foe labour force. 

- The Ministry of Labour earlier 
announced the end of August as 
the deadline for all foreign lab- 
ourers in Jordan who do not have 
work permits to “correct their sit- 
uations and conditions before off- 
icials .take further action.” 

In an earlier interview Mr. Haj 
Hassan said that the Jordanian 
labour market has a large deficit in 
many professions and spe- 
cialisations and that Jordan is for- 
ced to import many foreign lab- 
ourers every year to cover this def- 
icit. . . 

He pointed that after the 
1972-1975 three year dev- 
elopment plan foe number of for T 
eign labourers increased to 
155,000, out of which 122,000 
were Egyptian workers. 


Arab League, 
U.N. agencies 
to discuss 
joint social 
programmes

AMMAN —The Arab League, in

Participants are expected to dis- 
cuss joint projects prepared by the 
Arab League and United Nations’ 
social development organisations 
and which are ready to be imp- 
lemented- 

The sources did not elaborate 
on foe type erf joint projects, but 
they said mat foe meeting is highly 
important in terms of foe par- 
ticipants’ expertise and joint social 
development projects to be imp- 
lemented, sponsored and exe- 
cuted by these two organisations. 


Dakhqan stresses importance

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Advantages outweigh risks 


IN justifying its refusal to attend last week’s Arab summit at. 
Casablanca, Lebanon said that the agenda included the subject 
of the Palestinian refugee camps on its soO and therefore the 
Beirut government was unable to discuss anything that it con- 
sidered an “interference” in its own internal affairs. 

In fact this excuse could not be justified as it lacked the power 

to convince anybody of its logic and simply because the summit 
was called basically to help find an end to the Palestinian, 
people's ordeal thns helping Lebanon itself in its endeavours to 
find solutions for its own problems. 

We can only conclude that it was Damascus which had 
dictated to Lebanon this feeble excuse so as to ensure its abs- 
ence from the important Arab gathering. 


The Syrians were against the summit for reasons best known, 
to themselves. But for the Lebanese prime minister, Mr. Ras- 
hid Ka rami , to justify his country's boycott of the conference 
by contending that “Arab solidarity could not be achieved 
from what stemmed from Arab difference” is something com- 
pletely different. It would not help Lebanon a bit if Beirut 
added its right to pursue an independent policy with the rest of 
the Arabs to the string of government powers already handed 
over to Damascus, and if Lebanon did not even care about the 
results of a summit that could truly help the Lebanese solve 
their crisis. 


The implications of such a negative policy by Lebanon are all 
too dear, and therefore we can only support those calls that 
have been made by some Lebanese leaders lately to commit 
Lebanon to Arab summitry under all circumstances and con- 
ditions.

Mounting tide of emigration worries Israel

TEL AVIV, Israel — Rina Pus-

ALTHOUGH ISRAELI Prime 
Minister Shimon Peres's latest 
round of austerity measures for 
Israel represent the most serious 
attempt taken so far to get a grip 
on a crisis-ridden economy that is 
dependent on U.S. aid, there are 
early signs that the latest pro- 
gramme will once again fail to 
bring the economy under control.- 
Announced by emergency dec- 
ree by Peres on July 1 in the wake 
of the collapse of a series of vol- 
untary agreements among gov- 
ernment. management, and lab- 
our leaders, the austerity mea- 
sures consist of the following: 

* A $500 million cut in gov- 
ernment spending, comprised of a 
$250 million cut in subsidies for 
basic commodities and another 


$250 million cut in government 

services. 

* A $250 million tax increase. 

* An 18.8 per cent devaluation 
of the shekel to a rate of 1.500 to 
the dollar. 

* A partial 3- month wage and 
price freeze. 

* A laying off of 10.000 public 
sector employees. 

While welcoming some of the 
features of the July 1 measures.

for enough. A July 8

measures imposed — including 
(the) 18 per cent devolution of the 
shekel against the dollar — still 
fail to get to the root of the pro- 
blem.”

Peres's economic adviser, Amnon 


Neubach, conceded publicly that 
the measures do not constitute the 
type of fundamental reforms that 
the economy desperately needs. 

According to most economists. 
Israel needs to cut at least $2 bil- 
lion from its proposed $24 billion 
fiscal 1985 budget. But monthly 
spending levels, are already run- 
ning well ahead of the proposed 
annual target — meaning that 
even with the $500 million cut, 
spending will probably exceed $24 
billion. Moreover, there is no gua- 
rantee that the $500 million cut 
will be actually implemented or 
not cancelled out by subsequent 
spending adjustments. 

Last year, for example, the exp- 
erts had recommended that Israel 
cut between $2 and $3 billion 
from its proposed $23 billion fiscal 
1984 budget. Nevertheless, spe- 


nding actually rose to $25 bOlion.' 
despite the fact that Peres ann- 
ounced a series of seemingly imp- 
ressive budget cuts — thanks to 
the Knesset’s refusal to implement 
them in their entirety and to the 
passage of a supplemental budget 
appropriation at the end of the 
year. 

Many economists also believe 
that the $250 million tax increase 
will be counterproductive. At a 
time when the private sector’s 
output is at a standstill and tax 
increase will only serve to reduce 
productivity. A far better app- 
roach. they believe, would be to 
slash taxes so that the private sec- 
tor could afford to make the inv- 
estments in new plant and equ- 
ipment that are necessary for eco- 
nomic growth. 

In addition, the new wage and 


price freeze is already showing 
signs of being watered down. One 
day after Peres's austerity mea- 
sures were announced, the His- 
tadrut, the quasi-government lab- 
our federation that represents 
some 90 per cent of Israel's wor- 
kforce. staged a one-day nat- 
ionwide strike that by July 16 had 
resulted in the reinstatement of 
the August and September cost of 
living adjustments for wages — a 
move which undermines efforts to 
end the inflation-inducing policy 
of indexing wages and prices. 

Furthermore. Peres gave in to 
the Histadrut's demand that he 


drop his plans to fire immediately 
the J 0,000 government workers. 


Instead, the Histadmt will be 
given the opportunity to negotiate 
the number and method of laying 
off tire employees, ending any 


hopes of significantly paring down 
the size of the bloated public sec- 
tor. 

As the result of all these factors. 
Israel's economic outlook remains 
grim. July’s inflation rale is exp- 
ected to climb to at least 25 per 
cent, which on an annualised basis 
would push the rate to quadruple 
digit levels. This rise, along with 
the ballooning budget deficit and 
heavy foreign debt — the highest 
per capita in the world — may 
bring Israel close to economic dis- 
aster by the end of the year. 

In such a case. Israel would be 
certain to ask the United States for 
an increase in assistance well 
above the $4.5 billion Congress is 
expected to pass this year.

Fear pervades black 
townships under 
state of emergency

NEW BRIGHTON. South Africa 
— A state of emergency imposed 
by me South African government 
last month has intensified the ant- 
agonism between security forces 
and blade residents of mis tro- 
ubled Eastern Cape township. 

“There is afeetingof hatred, of 
panic and mere is a feeling of bit- 
terness,” said Methodist Midister 
Milton Matiwane. 39. at his 
church outside Port Elizabeth. 

"White people look at it as me 
government trying to bring about 
order ” he said. “On this side it's 
not seen like that. If you want to 
talk about me state of emergency 
in political and racial terms, the 
gulf between black and white peo- 
ple is even wider. 

“It is not seen as government 
action against violence. It is seen 
as white oppression of black peo- 
ple who are trying to say: “We are 
also South Africans, we are also 
human beings”. 



Troops and police in armoured 
personnel carriers patrol me tense 
townships day and night Schools 
lie empty, some burnt and dam- 
aged by stone- throwing, while chi- 
ldren who have boycotted classes 
for four mon ms play in me streets. 

Hundreds of residents have 
been detained or gone into hiding. 
Others say they are afraid to go 
out after dark for fear of being 
arrested or beaten by the security 
forces. 


Mr. Matiwane, whose col- 
leagues Hamilton Dandala and 
Andile Mbete were bom detained 
' and theu released a few days later, 
believes - that me state of eme- 
rgency and the mass detentions 
may temporarily curb the rioting 
and bloodshed that have gripped 
mis economically depressed reg- 
ion for months. 

But he adds: "New leaders will 
spring up, new organisations will 
spring up.” 

A black school principal here, 
who asked not to be named, said ' 
rioting had decreased since the 
emergency was declared on July 
21 because fear of the security for- 
ces had increased. 

“People are scared to walk on 
the streets at night. People are 
being brutally attacked ... quite a 
number of people have been sja- 
mbokked (whipped).” he said. 

The emergency powers, int- 
roduced by me white minority 
government to try to stamp out the 
township unrest which has killed 
more man 500 people in me past 
18 months, has given the security 
J forces a free rein to act 
' In Port Elizabeth townships 
they appear to be imposing an 
unofficial curfew, residents say. 
“ After seven p.m. you can't walk 
because the policemen are ail over 
•and they might shoot you,” says 
•iSonny Boy Malebe, who says his 
brother Welcome was shot dead 
by a black policeman in nearby 
Veeplaas on July 25. 

Police say a petrol bomb was 


thrown at the black policeman's 
house on me same day. The pol- 
iceman fired one shot with his pis- 
tol, but it was not known if anyone 
was hit 

In another incident on July 23 at 
a school in nearby Zwide tow- 
nship. police shot dead two tee- 
nage youths and injured other 
people, including four teachers. 

The police version of events is 
that 150 youths attacked a group 
of four policemen with stones near 
a school, and the policemen ret- 
aliated with a shotgun. Some of 
me crowd men fled into me gro- 
unds of me school. 

Mavis Manga, me mother of 
ThozamiJe. one of me dead you- 
ths. said in a letter to the local 
newspaper: 

"He was shot when police came 
■ to me grounds of his school ... I am 
so sad. I used to have a boy and a 
girl. Now I only hUve a gjrl. There 
is nothing I can do. But I beg the 
government to put an end to the 
killing of innocent children. 

Detention does little to change 
the anti-government views of 
South African blacks. Methodist 
Minister Andile Mbete, detained 
for four days -in a local prison 
where he says mere were 34 peo- 
ple in one cell, described me state 
of emergency as a desperate move 
.by the government. 

“From the talks I had with those 
who were in terroga ting me I mink 
jthey are not very sure what they 
jare doing." he told Reuters.

THE. RAINY season is app- 
roaching. Light biplanes appear 
over vast expanses of desert areas 
in north ana northwest China. As 
the planes fly past at a height of 
five metres above the fields, grass 
seeds are spread evenly from spr- 
ayers, and the sandy land is soon 
covered.

Since 1979, China has done a 
great deal of experimentation into 
seed rag from die air onto sandy 
and other bare soils, and has ach- 
ieved good results. 

China has vast barren hig- 
hlands, desert and semi-desert 
areas, which are sparsely pop- 
ulated. To spread seeds over large 
areas by plane can save man- 
power and money and raise the 
efficiency 60-fold compared to 
doing the same thing by hand. 

According to incomplete sta- 
tistics compiled by the Special 
Flight Bureau of the Civil Avi- 
ation Administration of China, 
grass seeds have been spread over 

430.000 hectares of grassless and 
sandy lands over Ae last few 
years. About 85 per cent of the 
seeds sown have survived in the 
Inner Mongolia Autonomous 
Region, and Shanxi, Hunan and 
some other provinces. Many 
sandy areas have been turned into 
grazing land in three years after 
seeding. At the same time cre- 
eping dunes have been halted. 

Bucheng county in Hunan pro- 
vince is one of the key aerial see- 
drag areas. Previously. local peo- 
ple didn't think that north Qiina 


sheep could be raised there. But 
now, aerial seeding has changed 
all this. Flocks of Xinjiang fine- 
wool sheep grow there plump and 
sturdy. 

From 1980 to 1984, qver 5,130 
hectares of grass-land were cre- 
ated by aerial seeding in Naoshan 
Pasture in the county, which pro- 
daces an average of 22,000 to 

39,000 kilogrammes of dry grass 
per hectare every year. The 
grass-producing rate is 81-225 per 
cent higher than that of natural 
pastures. 

The Tengger Desert in western 
Inner Mongolia has an average 
annual precipitation of less than 
200 millimetres. Through four 
years' efforts, scientists have at 
last succeeded in sowing grass by 
plane in A is area. The vegetation 
cover rate has increased from only 
0.2 per cent in Ae past to 1 5 per 
cent 

Chinese scientists have gained 
experience in aerial seeding. They 
select Ae suitable places — sandy 
land with undulating slow-moving 
dunes on Ae banks of dry lakes — 
as aerial seeding experimental 
centres. They use seeds of app- 
ropriate plants, sudi as Artemisis 
sphaercephla (sand wormwood) 
and Calugawm mongalltum Aat 
are drou^t-en during and easily 
adapted to sandy areas. They spr- 
ead seeds at Ae proper time — 
from late June to early July, when 
Ae rainy season begins. 

The Taigemiao area, wiA sim- 
ilar natural conditions as Ae Ten- 
gger Desert, was once part of an 
unstable desert region. After spr- 
aying grass seeds, it has become a 
fixed-dune section. 


The Yulin area is located bet- 
ween Ae northern part of Ae 
Loess highlands and the sou Aem 
edge of the Mu us desert in Inner 
Mongolia. Before aerial seeding. 
Ae vegetation cover rate Acre 
was only 10-20 per cent but two 
is later, it had increased to 
90 per cent This area used to 
be hit by sandstorms on an ave- 
rage of 66 days each year. This has 
■dropped to 16 days a year now. 

The Shanxi province. 62.700 
hectares of land was covered by 
aerial seeding from 1981 to 1984. 
As a result, Ae total vegetation 
rate of Ae area has increased from 
50 per cent to more Aan 85 per 
cent; Ae amount of soil erosion 
has decreased by 70 per cent. The 
annual output of grass in the area 
has increased from 4,000 kilo- 
grammes to 19.000-52.000 kil- 
ogrammes per hectare. It used to 
take half a hectare of grassland to 
feed one sheep, and A is has been 
lowered to 0.06 hectare. 

The same successful results 
have been achieved in Ae 
Yunnan- Guizhou Plateau area 
and in areas of Ae Xinjiang Uygur 
Autonomous Region, where there 
is tittle rainfall. 

Seven species of grass seeds 
have been used in plateau areas. 
The seeding can withstand tem- 
peratures of 15 degrees Cen- 
tigrade below zero. They flourish 
earlier and wither later Aan nat- 
ural grass. In rain -deficient areas 
like Xinjiang, Ae best aerial see- 
ding time is the snowy season. The 
seeds are sprayed into Ae snow in 
Winter. When it melts in Ae 
spring. Ae seeds will soak into Ae 
soil — China Features.

Harare’s hamburger politics 


Catde ranchers and wildlife managers are clashing in Harare over the 
slaughter of a few hundred wild buffalo. At stake is a S 70 million 
European Community beef export quota and die future of a Zim- 
babwean wildlife industry whose earnings could surpass this figure.

HARARE — Steak and ham- 
burger could make big money for 
Zimbabwe, especially if Ae cou- 
ntry obtains a S70 million export 
quota to export beef to Ae Eur- 
opean Community (EC). But EC 
officials are insisting Aat Ae sla-. 

. ugh ter of "inld Cape buffjlp be, 
' completed first. ' " 

On Ae face of it, Ais firoie of 
Ae less urgent crises faced by Afr- 
ican wildlife today. Only a few 
hundred out of a buffalo pop- 
ulation of 50.000 are to be killed. 
But more is at stake Aan a few 
hundred beasts, and Ae issue has 
caused an acrimonious debate 
between conservationists and Ae 
■ government. 

Wild buffalo are carriers of all 
Aree Sou Aem African strains of 
foot-and-raouA virus. They have 
been implicated in 31 out of 32 
ouAreaks of Ae disease wiAin 
Zimbabwe since 1960. The EC 
has stipulated Aat, under Ae 
terms of Ae Lome convention, Ae 
entire country must be free of 
foot-and-mouA disease for at 
least 12 monAs before it can start 
selling its quota of 8. 1 00 tonnes of 
beef to European customers. 

. Most of the export beef will 
come from large commercial 
farms in Ae north of Ae central 
Zimbabwe plateau, where there 
are no wild buffalo. Contact bet- 1 
ween beef cattle and buffalo still 
occurs several hundred kilometres 
from Ae beef-producing region, 
in sparsely-populated lands sur- 
rounding Ae Hwange National 
Park in Ae northwest and Ae 
Gonarezhou National Park in Ae' 
sou A east. 

The EC veterinarian com- 
mission insists Aat all contact 
between cattle and buffalo wiAin 
Zimbabwe's borders must be hal- 
ted before Ae country receives a 
dean bill of heal A. So Zimbabwe 
has ringed boA Aese parks and 
Ae surrounding lands with a vast 
and expensive series of Fences 
which wild game cannot pen- 
etrate. 

Outside Ae fences lies a zone 
several kilometres wide wiAin 
which all cattle must be vac- 
cinated. This is enclosed by a cat- 
tle fence. Finally, a series of buffer 
zeroes are enclosed by the Aird 
and last of Ae fences. All Ae wild 
buffalo stfll living wiAin Ae vac-, 
cmarion and buffer zones are 
being shot Thousands have alr- 
eady been killed, and today Aere 
are only a few hundred left to be 
slaughtered 

Zimbabwean conservationists, 
led by Ae Wildlife Society, query 
Ae fairness of insisting that Ae 
entire country must be free of 
foot-and-mouA disease. Tiny 
countries such as Swaziland, Aey 
point (Hit. are allowed to export 
Aeir beef as long as Aey remain 
unaffected by Ae disease, even 
when it occurs just over Ae bor- 
ders of neighbouring countries. 
They believe Aat geographical 
distance, raAer Aan national . 
borders, . should be Ae det- 
ermining factor. 

Most of Ae doomed buffalo 

herds are living in areas with poor 


soils, erratic rainfall and scattered 
■human populations, suited neither 
for large-scale agriculture nor 
intensive cattle ranching. Here a 
rural economy has developed in 
which wildlife is an importantsou- 
ree of cash and food. The income 
generated by safari hunting has 
helped to pay for schools, clinics 
and o Aer rac^ties. Huntrag also 
provides supplies of dieap meat 

The removal of Aebuffafo^rom 
Ae region makes it much less att- 
ractive to Ae big game hunters; as 
hunters go, so go local jobs. The 
change also “tends to push Aese 
lands bade towards conventional 
cattle grazing and land abuse, ins- 
tead of towards Ae careful wildlife 
utilisation we have been enc- 
ouraging", said a senior National 
Parks official. 

Across Ae border in Botswana. 
.At EC beef export agreements 
led to an uncontrolled expansion 
of herds, during which huge areas 
of land have been degraded by 
overstocking. Though conditions 
in Zimbabwe may not lend the- 
mselves to destruction on such a 
scale, wildlife and parks managers 
wiAin Ae government are ala- 
rmed. 

The National Parks Dep- 
artment fought Ae buffalo eli- 
mination programme up to cab- 
inet level. It argued Aat Ae cor- 
rect use of buffalo outside Ae 
parks could ultimately create eco- 
nomic benefits, equal to, or gre- 
ater Aan. Ae beef exports. Since- 
Aere are still local strains of foot- 
and-mouA disease against which 
Aere are no vaccines, Ae dep- 
artment reasserted its plan to res- 
tock Ae elimination zones wiA 
disease-free buffalo herds, bred 
from calves captured before Aey 
are old enough to carry Ae inf- 
ection. 

Tests have shown Aat such 
animals remain free of Ae disease 
indefinitely. For a while, it seemed 
likely Aat Ae EC would fund Ae 
development of Aese herds and 
Ae eventual restockmg of Ae 
denuded areas. 

The idea has now run into 
strong Opposition from Ae EC 
veterinary commission, and Ae 
Zimbabwe government is not 
keen to press Ae point before Ae 
implementation of Ae new Lome 
agreement establishing quotas 
between Europe and its “Third 
World” trading partners/ Local 
ecologists feel Aat Ae EC are 
keeping Ae restocking plan alive 
just long enough to stifle opp- 
osition to Ae buffalo slaughter 
from wiAin Aeir own bur- 
eaucracy in Brussels. 

Beef export dreams are Gkely to 
sabotage anoAer plan involving 
buffalo: Aeir domestication and 
eventual use as draft animals in 
remote rural areas. Where tsetse 
fly prevents Ae use of oxen and 
fanners are too poor to buy tra- 
ctors, Ae buffalo could bring 
about a minor agricultural rev- 
olution, shortening Ae working 
hours of Ae poorest farmers. 

Dr. John Cbndy has devoted 
much time and effort to Ae suc- 
■ cessful domestication of Ae Cape 
buffalo — which, unlike its Asian 
cousin.- was farther® believed 


un tameable. At Ae Henderson 
research station near Harare, buf- 
falo meekly pull carts and ploughs 
around, nuzzle Aeir guardians 
affectionately, and. when Aey are 
in a good mood, can even be rid- 
den. There is little chance Aat 
tame buffalo can be deployed into 
rural areas while Ae EC res- 
trictions are still in force. 

The $70 million carrot which 
Ae EC is dangling in front of Zim- 
babwean politicians and cattle 
ranchers is so • tempting tha,t the 
consetVatiopist schemes..- have 
been dismissed- The EC rebate 
scheme afrits as a powerfaLsid- 
u cement to get Ae exports mov- 
ing: Ae difference between Ae 
world beef price and Ae EC price 
wOl be returned to Zimbabwe in 
Ae form of improvements and aid 
to small-scale communal farmers. 

Minister of Agriculture Senator 
Denis Norman describes Ae Eur- 
opean contract under Ae Lome 
Convention as “a quality market 
Aat is very valuable to us.” Tho- 
ugh Ae Lome Convention act- 
ually states Aat only “a pan of a 
country” need necessarily be free 
of foon-and-mouA before exp- 
orts are permitted. Aere is a rel- 
uctance to argue Ae toss wiA the 
EC veterinary commission until 
Ae contract is signed, sealed and 
delivered. 

“At Ae moment Aey want to 
see Ae whole country deai". Sen. 
Norman says, “and so we'll start 
■from Aat point. Once we've got 
in. perhaps Aere will be room to 
manoeuvre.” There is good rea- 
son to treat this claim wiA sce- 
pticism. WiA a 6.000 tonne beef 
mountain of its own. does Ae EC 
really need African meat? There is 
no guarantee Aat Zimbabwe will 
actually be able to sell its quota to 
countries wiA beef surpluses.

ort quotas are gospel. Eddy Cross, 
general manager of Ae parastatal 
commission charged wiA mar- 
keting Zimbabwean beef, states 
bluntly Aat“Ae Lome agreement 
is a matter of survival." 

The country's ailing beef ind- 
ustry has been hard hit by pro- 
longed drought. The commercial 
cattle herd had declined from its 
1977 peak of 3.2 million head to 
2.3 million head by 1984. It will 
take at least five years to restock 
to previous high levels, during 
which time domestic meat sho- 
rtages may occur as meat is exp- 
orted. 

Fritz Meyer, chairman of Ae 
Safari Operators Association, 
views Ae issue from anoAer per- 
spective: “There is worldwide 


overproduction of beef. Red- 
uctions in cattle numbers. wiA a 
corresponding increase in wildlife 
leading to a more diversified sys- 
tem of land use. will not only ben- 
efit Ae land. In Ae tong run red- 
uctions will ensure its survival, but 
will also be of greater financial 
benefit to Ae people.” 

He points out Aat in 1984 Ae 
Zimbabwean beef industry earned 
$53 million from roughly 85 per 
cent of Ae country’s agricultural 
land. During Aesame period, saf- 
ari opera to is. often bunting over 
rural areas tike Aose inside Ae 
buffalo elimination zones, earned 
$10 million from less Aan 8 per 
cent of Aat land area. At Ae same 
time trophy fees were providing 
immediate cash benefits to district 


councils. 

The conservationists insist Aey 
have no desire to cause Ae loss of 
contracts worth millions in foreign 
exchange. They believe Aat the 
question is more complicated Aan 
Ais. All over Ae “Third World,” 
Ae standards of Ae industrialised 
North are being imposed on cou- 
ntries stQl struggling to find Aeir 
own social and economic patterns 
of development. 

A local wildlife resource — cap- 
able of supplying many needs for 
rural people — is being sacrificed. 
Wildlife. Mr. Meyer says, “can 
now rival gold in economic sig- 
nificance.'’ If Ais turns out to be 
Ae case, Harare may yet regret its 
hamburger politics — Earthscan 
feature. 


Advertisers now try to lead by the nose

NEW YORK — Commercial 
advertisers who have been con- 
centrating on Ae eyes and ears are 
now trying to lead buyers by Ae 
nose. 

An increasing number of Ame- 
rican Department stores and o Aer 
retailers are mailing promotional 
letters wiA scent strips which, 
when pulled apart, release Ae fra- 
grance of perfumes or after-shave 
lotions. 

Publishers are also inserting 
scent strips in fashion magazines 
and women's wear periodicals 
while detergent manufacturers are 
sending Ae “clean and wonderful 
smell" of Aeir soap in mail.. 

“You just cannot describe fra- 
grance," said David Rnbi, adv- 
ertising director of Ae fashion 
magazine. Vogue. “Packing Ae 
scent is Ae only wai* 1 - 

The pacing was made possible. 
by Ae development several years 
ago of Ae process of mic- 
roencapsulation by NCR Cotp. 
Scents, stored in millions of tiny 
capsules in semi-liquid form, are 
released when Ae capsules are 


ruptured. 
The mic 


microen capsulation was 
first used to produce carbonless. 


paper for typewriters, but its main 
users have turned out to be per- 
fume manufacturers, said Ray 
Sayers, vice president of 3M com- 
pany in St. Paul, Minnesota, which 
holds a patent for "fragrance 
• bursts.” 

A strip of paper, usually 2.5 
centimeters wide and 14 cen- 
timetres long, on which mic- 
rocapsnles are pasted, releases 
f ra g rance when pulled apart 

“You simply open a page of a 
magazine or a promotional letter 
and a scent will leap up to your - 
nostrils,'’' Mr. Sayers said. 

“A scent strip packs some 50. 
millio n tiny capsules in an area no 
larger Aan six square centimetres, 
wiA each capsule containing 100 
per cent genuine perfume sup- 
plied by manufacturers,” he said. 
Itcosfs between two cents and five 
cents to make one sampler of fra- 
grance burst Mr. Sayers added. 

Mr. Sayers said 3M Company 
also has “a scent library'' which 
stores more Aan 100 different 
smells ranging from pleasant fra- 
grance of perfumes and fruits to 
odours of a garbage dump, city gas 
or even a skunk. 

Arcade lac., of Chattanooga, 
.Tennessee, anoAer major mic- 
rocapsules maker, said its scent 
strips uses one pint of perfume to 


make 60,000 pieces of 3 square- 
centimeter strip. A normal mag- 
azine insert costs 35 to $45 for 

1,000 strips, said Gaines Cam- 
pbell, a company spokesman. 

There are some obstacles to 
advertising Araugh scent strips, 
however. 

First, Aere are limits on Ae 
number of Aese ads Aat can run 
in any one issue of a magazine. 
Two scents might mix and create a 
Aird, affecting boA fragrances. 
That is why. Vogue's Rubi said, 
his magazine has a policy of run- 
ning not more Aan two ads in one 
issue — one in.front and anoAer 
in Ae back of AeTpagazine. 

AnoAer problem is Ae cost A 
full -page scented layout in Vogue 
costs about $28,000 more Aan a 
regular full-page ad, Mr. Rubi 
sard. 

But for Fred Hyman, president, 
of Georgio, a leading perfume 
manufacturers based in Los Ang- 
eles, it is worth spending so much 
money to advertise Arough Ae 
scent strips. “It is Ae best way to 
market and promote fragrance,” 
he said in a telephone interview. 

Georgio, which grossed S110 
million last year selling perfumes- 
for boA women and men. body 
creams and spray, plans to spend 
$10 million t on advertising Ais 


year, up from $6 million last year. 
Mr. Hyman said. 

Bob Mackie, a designer who 
introduced a perfume called Bob 
Mackie earlier this year, believes 
Aat Ae ads make Ae scent acc- 
essible to a lot more people, which 
is good, said Evelyn Shriver, his 
spokesperson. 

But he has no immediate plans 
to advertise bis perfume in mag- 
azines. since more and more per- 
fume manufacturers are inserting 
Aeir samples in magazines, mix- 
ing up fragrances, Ms. Shriver 
said. 

“They can also be very ann- 
oying to some readers who are 
sensitive to all these ove- 
rwhelming smells of perfumes or 
even allergic to Aem ” Ae said. 

But most magazine sellers are 
happy wiA scent strips. 

In addition to women's mag- 
azines, periodicals including travel 
and leasure. Architectural Digest 
and men’s magazines like Playboy 
and Gq also cany scent strips. 

“We like to stock Aese mag- 
azines, “ said Hansoty Kausbik, 
manager of an eastern newsstands 
store, in mind-town New York. 
“They give out refreshing fra- 
grances in Ae store where air 
tends to be stale and unpleasant” 


Swiss minority 
fights for survival

SAVOGNIN, Switzerland — A 
rare form of life is figh ting for sur- 
vival in Ae Alpine pastures of 
south-east Switzerland. 

Not a mountain goat or a bird of 
prey, Ae end angered species is Ae 
Rhaeto-Romansh people who 
make up just 0.8 per cent of Ae 
Swiss population, down from 1.1 
per cent in 1941. 

This week the Lia Rumantscha. 
a lobby group for Switzerland's 

50.000 Rhae to- Romans, has been 
marking — not celebrating — Ae 
people's 2,000-year history. 

“No reason to celebrate.” wrote 
Ae Lia Rumantscha ahead of a 
week of lectures and cultural eve- 
nts in Ais village in Canton Gra- 
ubuenden. the area in which most 
Swiss Rhaeio- Romans live and 
speak Aeir ancient language. 
Romansh. 

“The history of Rhaeto- 
Romansh is known to be Ae his- 
tory of permanent retreat and con- 
tinual loss of territory.” 

Rhaeto-Romansh dates back to 
15 B.C.. when Ae Romans con- 
quered Rhaetia. an area com- 
prising Vorarlberg and Tirol in 
Austria. Ae eastern cantons of 
Switzerland and parts of Bavaria 
and Wuerttemberg in West Ger-' 
many. 

Outside Switzerland. 530.000 
people now speak Raheto- 
Romansh in Italy — half a million 
around Ae north-eastern Italian 
city of Udine, and 30.000 in Ae 
Dolomite valleys in souA Tyrol. 

Of Ae 6.4 million Swiss, about 
70 per cent use German as Aeir 
first language. 10 per cent French 
and 10 per cent Italian. 

In Ae mid 19A century. Rom- 
ansh was spoken in a Aick swathe 
of Graubuenden canton. Now 
speakers of Ae language are dot- 
ted about Ae canton in isolated 
pockets. 

Toni Canrieni, member of Ae 
Swiss Parliament and President of 
Ae Lia Rumantscha. spoke at an 
opening ceremony of Ae S cu- 
nt rad a dal pievel Rumantsch 
(meeting of Ae Romansh people) 
of a permanent fight to maintain 
Ae language. 

“This fight grows from day to 
day.” he said. “The permenent 
influence of Ae German language 
continually brings new difficulties 
and new problems’" 

German speakers invade Ae ski 
resorts on which Graubuenden 
depends economically. Romansh 
people seeking work outside tou- 
rism often look to Ae German- 
speaking towns of Zurich — Ae 
Swiss financial centre — or Berne. 
Ae seat of government. 

Bernard CaAomas. secretary of 
Ae Lia Rumantscha. says Ae aim 


of Ae Scuntrada is to awaken a 
feeling of solidarity and str- 
engAen Ae self -confidence of Ae 
Romansh people. 

“We want to build a new ide- 
ntity and launch a language mov- 
ement” he told Reuters. 

The week's series of cultural 
events is aimed at bringing greater 
contact among Ae Romansh peo- 
ple. who speak various dialects, 
‘not all of which ore mutually com- 
prehensible. 

More specifically, Ae Lia wants 
to build up a strong economic 
basis for Ae language, to expand 
its use in education and Ae media 
and to promote use of a supra- 
regiona! Romansh. 

Heinrich Schmid, a professor at 
Zurich University, has created 
Rumanisch Grischun. a language 
which incorporates all Ae five 
most important dialectal variants 
of Romansh and which will be 
used A official documents if par- 
liament approves a pending pro- 
ject to produce more laws in 
Romansh. 

AlAough Ae Swiss electorate 
voted overwhelmingly in 1938 to 
make Romansh Ae fourth nat- 
ional language, its supporters say 
little has yet been done to make it 
official. 

'While realising, as Mr. Cantieni 
puts it. Aat German is still Ae 
“bread and butter” language. Ae 
Lia wants Romansh to be A e lan- 
guage in which all subjects are 
taught throughout Ae schooling 
system in Romansh regions. At 
present Romansh is used for tea- 
ching only until Ae age of 10 in 
Rhae to- Roman villages. 

Even if Prof. Schmid's Rom- 
antsch Grischun is adopted as a 
common form of Romansh. Ae 
dialects will not be forgotten. 

Chasper Snipan. head of Rom- 
ansh radio and television at Ae 
Swiss Broadcasting Corporation, 
wants to increase the limited time 
available for programmes in 
Romansh and to continue to emp- 
hasise dialect variations. 

And writers like Vic Hendry, 
whose hooks arc standard read- 
ing in Graubuenden schools, 
also maintain Ae language by 
producing modem literature in 
Aeir own dialect. 

CaAomas expects up to J 0.000 
Romansdi speakers to have att- 
ended the week's events, which 
ended wiA a procession. 

But Ae organisers of Ae scu- 
n trad a, Ae first of its kind, are 
aware of Ae t^phill struggle Aey 
face. The question posed ahead of 
Ae meeting was: 

‘ "Can we fulfil Ae fundamental 
requirements necessary to keep 
Ais minority language alive and 
ensure Ae existence of our lin- 
guistic community?" 


Thousands join tough 
Christian pilgrimage 


in Ireland

LOUGH DERG. Ireland — 
Eveiy year. Aousands of people 
spend Aree days fasting, bare- 
footed and wiA little sleep, on a 
lonely island for what is called Ae 
most Spartan Christian pilgrimage 
in Ae modem World. 

Surprisingly, peAaps, most of 
Ae pilgrims are young. Last year 
50 per cent were under 25 and 
some days 90 per cent of Aem are 
under 20. 

Lough Derg, a large lake in a 
remote part of county Donegal 
near Ae border wiA Northern Ire- 
land. has been a place of pil- 
grimage for nearly 1,500 years. 
During Ae Middle Ages it att- 
racted people from all over Eur- 
ope. 

Each year during a brief 1 1- 
week season from June J to Aug. 
15. an average of 30.000 people 
head for St. Patrick’s purgatory, a 
cluster of austere stone hostels, 
halls and a big green-roofed bas- 
ilica occupying every scrap of land 
on a rocky island in Ae middle of 
Ae lake.

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McEnroe beats Lendl, wins 
Stratton Mountain Grand Prix 


STRATTON MOUNTAIN, Vermont (R) — John 
McEnroe swept Ivan Lendl 7-6 (7-4), 6-2 in the finals, 
of the Stratton Mountain Grand Prix tennis tou- 
rnament Sunday and took a career edge over Lendl 
in the process.

Bangladesh suffers 
from low jute price 


Report on economy 
agitates Stockholm 


DHAKA (R) — A sharp decline 
in the jute price in Bangladesh has 
forced farmers to smuggle their 
goods to India for higher rates ami 
is threatening the country’s 
agriculture-based economy. 

Market reports said foe price of 
jute, which accounts for nearly 60 
per cent of Bangladesh’s annual 
foreign exchange income, had 
■dropped by almost 50 per cent in 
foe world market in a year and 
plummeted by almost 70 per cent 
m local markets. 

The government recently fixed 
the minimum rate of jute at 8.250 
taka ($290) per tonne, half the 
rate of last year, and ordered off- 
icial agencies to buy jute direedy 
from growers to stop middlemen 
offering lower prices to formers. 

But Mr. Zahir AJ Haq, a wea- 
lthy landlord in eastern Bra- 
hmanbaria district, told Reuters 
jute prices in country markets had 
dropped to 5,500 taka ($192) petf 
tonne. 

It was still lower in some remote 
areas where bullock carts or small 
boats provided most tra- 
nsportation, Mr. Al Haq added. 

He said many farmers m his vil- 
lages preferred to take their jute, a 


goklen fibre derived from a need- 
like plant hundreds of kilometres 
to foe border and sell it to Indian 
buyers. 

Bangladeshi traders at- Akh- 
aura, bordering India's Tripura 
state, said Indian buyers paid 
much high er prices for iute and 
other commodities inducing rice, 
wheat, used rfnrhing and fish. 
i “We get up to 7,500 taka. 
($260) fora tonne of jute from the 
Indians. The rate may go up fur- 
ther in a month," said Mr. Shahid 
Alt a local jute merchant. 

■ The Bangladesh government 
operates nearly 300 jute buying 
centres across the country. But 
one' field inspector, who declined 
to be named, told Reuteis foe 
government was unable to provide 
necessary funds to increase pur- 
chases. 

“Many growers who sold jute to 
us last year have still not been 
paid. For what good reason they 
should come bad: to us?" he said.

■have complained that foe low qua- 
lity of Bangladeshi jute and poor 
marketing management som- 
etimes scared away foreign buy-

“what has foe finance minister 
been promising bankers in New 
York that he doesn’t dare say to 
the Swedish people?" con- 
servative leader Mr. Ulf Adeisohn 
asked at an election rally. 

“The IMF recommends pre- 
cisely foe policy we are suggesting: 
That Sweden must save and that 
foe tax burden must be cut" 
Finance Minister Kjell-Olof 
Feld t said he had not seen foe rep- 
ort and did not know if published 
extracts were accurate. But hesaid 
its reported criticisms, particularly 
over-inflation, were over- 
pessimistic. 

"The report was made in May, 


since when foe dollar has fallen, 
interest rates have come down and 
inflation has eased," Mr. Feldt 
told reporters. “If foe fund had 
bad access to today’s material, the 
picture would have been dif- 
ferent" 

Mr. Feldt denied the report’s 
allegations that the government 
had promised further cuts in pub- 
lic spending and possible tax inc- 
reases if reelected on Sept 15. 

“I will seek a statement from 
foe IMF chief denying that foe 
fund either sought or received any 
pledges from us." he said. 

The publication of foe report* 
came a few days after foe release 
last Friday of foe Social Dem- 
ocrats' election manifesto which 
pledged to expand foe welfare 
state, combat unemployment and 
put state finan ces in order. 

The report addressed to mem- 
bers of foe IMF executive board 
and entitled “Sweden — Staff 
Report for foe 1985 Article IV 
Consultation", said inflation 
would be more than six per cent 
this year compared with a gov- 
ernment target of three per cent 

It said wage increases would 
average seven per cent in 1985 
and not five as agreed by the gov- 
ernment and unions, adding that 
the imposition of a wage ceiling 
would be necessary in 1986 to 
help restore the competitiveness 
of Swedish industry.

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‘French growth 

will not halt rise 
in unemployment’ 

PARIS (R) — France’s economic growth will qui- 
cken next year but it will uot be enough to-.prevent a 
further rise in unemployment, the Organisation for 
'Economic Cooperation and Development (OECD) 
said Monday. 


The Gross Domestic Product 
(GDP), a standard barometer of 
economic performance, will grow 
by 1.9 per cent next year in real 
terms after a rise of just 1.1 per 
cent this year, the OECD said in 
its annual report on France. 

But at foe same time it pre- 
dicted that unemployment would 
climb to an average 11 per cent of 
foe work force, or more than two 
and a half millio n people, from 
10.5 per cent thus year. 

It called for less government 
controls on conditions of emp- 
loyment 

“The existence of an extremely 
complex body of legislation und- 
oubtedly constitutes a major psy- 
chological constraint and may dis- 
courage some employers from tak- 
ing on labour," it said. 

Any relaxation of labour laws 
would depend as much on a con- 
sensus between employers and 
muons as on government action, 
the OECD said. 

Despite foe gloomy emp- 
loyment outlook, OECD said 
France’s economic austerity pol- 
icy pursued since March 1983 had 


undeniably met with success, and 
that improvements in domestic 
demand, the trade and current 
accounts and inflation could all be 
expected next year. 

The OECD forecast that France 
wQl have a $3.2 billion trade def- 
icit this year, little belter than last 
year's $3.8 billion defjdL 

But it predicted a deficit of only 
$500 millio n in the first half of 
next year and said that “with the 
terms of trade expected to sta- 
bilise in 1985-86, a surplus could 
once again be achieved on trade 
account in the second half of 1986 
for foe first time since 1978." 

It forecast that France would 
turn a $400 million current acc- 
ount deficit this year into a $2.2 
bQlion surplus next year. 

The growth of domestic dem- 
and would accelerate to 1.6 per 
cent next year from 0.6 per cent 
this year. 

The report said that infla tion 
would continue to decline, though 
less rapidly than officially tar- 
getted, with price rises being rei- 
ned back to below five per cent on 
a yearly average next year. 


S.Arabia y s crude oil 
output reported down 


NICOSIA (R) — Saudi Arabia’s 
crude oil production is down to 2.2 
million barrels per day (b/d) so far 
this month, necessitating deep 
digging into financial reserves, foe 
huddle East Economic Survey 
(MEES) said Monday. 

Quoting Saudi sources, foe 
Nicosia-based newsletter said foe 
August figure compared with 2.6 
million b/d in July, up 350,000 b/d 
from June as the Saudis filled tan- 
kers chartered for floating sto- 
rage. 

MEES said foe production level 
indicated a monthly drawdown of 
about $1.5 to $2 billion from 
Saudi financial reserves to meet

Pakistani police disperse 
protesters after 9 deaths 


RAWALPINDI. Pakistan (AP) 
— Hundreds of heavily armed riot 
police dispersed protesters with 
baton charges and tear gas here 
Monday after thousands of people 
rioted to protest the deaths of nine 
people in a bizarre killing spree.

TV programme to describe Japanese

LONDON ( AP) — Survivors will 
describe how the Japanese con- 
ducted deadly germ warfare exp- 
eriments on hundreds of Ame- 
rican prisoners during World War 
II in a television documentary to 
be shown this week, newspapers 


reported Sunday.

The documentary says the Jap- 
anese experimenters escaped U.S. 
prosecution by sharing their data, 
the reports said. 

The programme is to be shown 
in Britain on Tuesday. New- 
spapers on Sunday published det- 
ails of the hour-kmg documentary 
by TVS, a regional arm of ind- 
ependent television, Britain’s 
Tn dependant Commercial Net- 
work. 

The tests were carried out on 
American. British and Australian 
soldiers at a secret Japanese 
prisoner-of-war camp at Mukden 
in north east China, former sol- 
diers who said they survived such 
tests were quoted as telling TVS. 

The war veterans were not 
named in any of the accounts. 

TVS Spokesman Gordon Tuc- 
ker said half a dozen American 
ex-PoWs were interviewed. He 
said they were not identified in the 
film because their names were not 
considered important to British 
viewers, but the makers of the film 
had the names in their records. 

The purported victims were 
quoted as saying the tests were 
performed by a secret branch of

Lange: Mercenaries could 
have sunk Greenpeace ship 


WELLINGTON (R) — Prime 
Minister David Lange said Mon- 
day the saboteurs of the Gre- 
enpeace protest ship Rainbow 
Warrior could have been mer- 
cenaries or agents of a foreign 
power. 

But the New Zealand leader 
told reporters he knew of no evi- 
dence linking any government to 
the affair. 

He also said French gov- 
ernment investigators were wel- 
come to visit New Zealand during 
their probe into allegations that 
France’s intelligence service might 
be involved in the sinking in Auc- 
kland on July 10. 

French state radio said on Sat- 
urday that a couple charged with 
blowing up the vessel were a cap- 
tain and a major in French Armed 
Forcfes. 

The couple, named in an Auc- 
kland court as Alain-Jacques Tur- 
enge and Sopbie-CLaire Turenge, 
are due to appear in court again on 
Wednesday. 

They have also been charged 
with the murder of a Greenpeace 
photographer who was med in 
die s inking of the vessel while it 
was being prepared for a protest 
trip to France’s nuclear testing 
area in the South Pacific. 

Mr. Lange said Monday die 
saboteurs had been people “ret- 
ailed for their particular skill, 
cunning, daring and criminality 
for a reward.”

Mr. Lange also said in a further 
comment, stressing it did not refer 
direedy to the sinking, dial “if j 
agents of another country or ano- 
ther government commit crimes... 
in another country then that is a 
very grave breach of international 
law giving rise to substantial com- 
pensation claims 

The prime minister dismissed as 
“nonsensical" French media sug- 
gestions that Britain ordered the 
sinking as revenge for France sup- 
plying the Exocet missiles used by 
Argentina during die Falldands 
war in 1982. 

“The prime consideration for 
New Zealand at this time is that 
those who conducted this crime be 
charged and brought to a fair trial 
which is not prejudiced by all sorts 
of other speculation...'’ he added.
